Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -26 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art does not teach that, the electrical connection between the 
component and the antenna elements is made via an interface, such that at least two 
inner conductor sections and/or two outer conductor sections are coupled or can be 
coupled without any contact, an antenna-side connecting section and a connecting 
section, which interacts with it and is part of the component which can be connected, 
are provided, and the components which can be connected to the antenna for RF 
purposes can be connected by pushing in pushing out the at least one associated 
connecting section into or out of the correspondingly designed antenna-side connecting 
section in combination with all limitations recited in independent claim 1. 
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The prior art does not teach that, the electrical connection between the 
component and the antenna elements is made via an interface, such that at least two 
inner conductor sections and/or two outer conductor sections are coupled or can be 
coupled without any contact, an antenna-side connecting section and a connecting 
section, which interacts with it and is part of the component which can be connected, 
are provided, the two connecting sections can be positioned with respect to one another 
via a holding device in an axial and/or radial relative position which can be 
predetermined in combination with all limitations recited in independent claim 4.
